Clev eland, April 22.—Eight persons 
were killed, nine fatally hu rt, at least 
fifty su stained inju ries, and property 
v alu ed at more than $1,000,000 was 
destroy ed in a tornado which swept 
throu gh Clev eland and nothern Ohio. 
The dead: Jam es Cromwell, killed 
by being blown from a train at the 
Clev eland Fu rnace Company ’s plant; 
Mrs. Oliv e Phalen, a nu rse at the state 
hospital, sku ll cru shed 
by 
a stone 
blown from the top of a bu ilding; 
Joseph Vessla, killed by falling smoke 
stack; Lou is Petro, cru shed by fall­ 
ing roof; Joseph Slazek, stru ck in 
head by fly ing tim bers; u nidentified 
woman, blown into a pond at Wade 
Park and drowned; 
John Niebalski, 
killed 
by 
falling 
chu rch 
steeple; 
Charles Trou tman, blown u nder mov ­ 
ing train. 
The fatally in ju ried; 
J. Ru by ski, 
cru shed 
by 
fly ing tim ber; 
Charles 
Hefler, stru ck by 
lightning; 
Dav id 
You ng, body cru shed when wind ov er­ 
tu rned his wagon on him 1, Harry Ben­ 
der, head cru shed, cau ght u nder bu ggy 
ov ertu rned by wind; Glady s May , in­ 
ju red by falling shed; Mrs. C. J. Herig, 
fell on a stov e and was scalded by hot 
water when roof collapsed. The body 
of the woman drowned was not re­ 
cov ered. 
Sev eral stu dents saw her 
fall into the water. They made an u n­ 
su ccessfu l attem pt to rescu e her. Fred 
Gru gel committed su icide du ring the 
height of the storm becau se he was 
afraid he was abou t to be killed. 


W ire Service Ruined. 
The storm arose su ddenly and lasted 
bu t fiv e minu tes. From the northeast 
off the lake came a gale, blowing at 
the rate of six ty -six miles an hou r. In 
its wake followed a sheet of rain and 
hail which fell with terrific force. 
In 
the blinding rain pedestrains 
were 
blown off their feet and hu rled against 
bu ildings, In many cases to be stru ck 
down by fly ing bricks and timbers 
which filled the air. 
Roofs were lifted off hou ses, walls 
hu rled down, strongly braced smoke­ 
stacks picked u p and chimney s de­ 
molished, porches stripped off resi­ 
dences and small bu ildings 
carried 
away . 
Debris was gathered into the 
arms of the wind to be deposited else­ 
where. 
In some instances roofs were 
carried for a distance of three hu ndred 
feet and then set down. Sky lights and 
windows were cru shed. Many persons 
were inju red by fly ing glass. 
The 
loss was especially great to school 
property . 
Twelv e school 
bu ildings 
were damaged. 
Many pu pils had re­ 
m arkable escapes, bu t none was ser­ 
iou sly hu rt. 
The roof was lifted from 
the main bu ilding of the Case school of 
applied science, and bu ildings at Adel- 
bert college su stained impairment. 
Telegraph and telephone serv ice was 
ru ined. Poles were -swept down by the 
wind. Crossed wires set poles on fire. 
Street cars and trains were delay ed. 
Trees were torn u p by the roots at 
Woodlawn and other cemeteries. 
A 
score of monu ments were ov ertu rned 
and cru shed. 
So seriou sly was the 
telephone serv ice crippled that it was 
impossible to get connections 
with 
either the police or fire headq u arters. 
On accou nt of this condition sq u ads 
were ordered ou t to giv e assistance 
wherev er they fou nd it was needed. 
Ev ery ambu lance, priv ate and pu blic, 
was ou t. 
There was little lightning and con­ 
seq u ently few fires. 
No damage was done to boats on 
the lakes. Bu t few fishing tu gs were 
ou t and all were near shore. 
They 
dropped anchor when the storm arose.

The Teachings of The Prophet and the 


Lessons of Modern Europe Promise 


to Be Brought Into Arm ed Conflict 


Before the Present Turm oil In T ur­ 


key Is At An End— The Cry of Pro­ 


gress Drowned By the Cry of The 


Faithful. 


Co nstantino ple, April 22.—The co n­ 
flict between Mu ssu lman piety and the 
po litical ideas o f the west has bro u ght 
the Tu rkish peo ple to the Verge o f 
civ il war. Zeal fo r the faith has been 
u nlo o sed, and the adju stm ent o f the 
Su ltan’s relatio ns to the Co mmittee o f 
Unio n and Pro gress pro bably will o nly 
po stpo ne the armed stru ggle between 
the deliv erers o f the ancient teachings 
o f the pro phet and tho se who are u r­ 
ging 
the 
teachings 
fro m 
western 
Eu ro pe. 
The cabinet has debated the situ a­ 
tio n earnestly , giv ing special attentio n 
to the nego tiatio ns which the minis­ 
ters hav e taken in hand o n behalf o f 
the su ltan with the m ilitary members 
o f the co mmittee, amo ng who m are 
Hu sni Pasha, the co mmander o f the 
Third army cro ps, his div isio n co m­ 
manders and Izzet Pasha, chief o f the 
general staff. 


The Su ltan ’s Demands. 
The su ltan’s primary demand is to 
remain the co nstitu tio nal 
so v ereign, 
with all the spiritu al po wrers o f the 
Califate, with liberal allo wances fo r 
his ho u seho ld, while he also asks fo r a 
v ariety o f mino r gu arantees, which it 
wo u ld no t be difficu lt to grant. 
The 
demand o f the Co mmittee o f Unio n and 
Pro gress is that the su ltan o ffer no 
resistance whatev er and su bmit u n­ 
co nditio nally . 
The Salo niki co mmittee, which is 
the backbo ne o f the who le pro gressiv e 
mo v ement, is largely military and its 
mo st im po rtant civ ilian members are 
with the army . 
So me o f the members 
o f the cabinet, inclu ding Rifaat Pasha, 
the fo reign m inister, are activ e Co n­ 
stitu tio nalists. 
Tewfik 
Pasha, 
the 
grand v isier, who perso nally is mo st 
agreeable to the su ltan and to mili­ 
tary men, and who is lo o ked u po n as 
bo th benev o lent and ho nest, has u n­ 
dertaken the direct nego tiatio ns lo o k­ 
ing to a co mpro mise. He has no t been 
able to pro ceed v ery far in, these nego ­ 
tiatio ns u p to the present o wing to the 
u ncertain co nditio ns which hav e pre­ 
v ailed in the last few day s bo th within 
and o u tside o f the capito l. The grand 
v izier and his cabinet are "u ite pre­ 
pared to resign if the co mmittee asks 
fo r their withdrawal fro m o ffice. 
In­ 
deed they are anx io u s to resign, and 
hav e o nly been held in o ffice by the 
feeling that they may be able to av ert 
a civ il war o r prev ent acts o f v io lence, 
which wo u ld bring abo u t u nwelco me 
interv entio n by the po wers. 


Divided Am ong Them selves. 
“The co mm ittee”—a v agu e term to 
represent influ ential men o f mo dern 
spirits—is witho u t definite limits. Its 
adherents who hav e a right to a v o ice 
in its- affairs are div ided amo ng them ­ 
selv es. 
The radical 
factio n 
insists 
that there shall be no co mpro mise, 
that the su ltan mu st be depo sed and a 
reaso nable prince, fo r instance, Yu ssef 
Izzedin, sho u ld be named as his su c­ 
cesso r: that the who le administratio n 
sho u ld be cleaned; that no pro mise o f 
Abdu l Hamid’s can be tru sted and that 
to re-establish the sy stem o f ten day s 
ago wro u ld be to settle no thing. 
The co nserv ativ es u rge that the de­ 
po sitio n o f the su ltan wo u ld o nly be 
po ssible after sev ere fighting; that it 
is u ncertain whether the tro o ps u nder 
the co ntro l o f the co mmittee wo u ld u p­ 
ho ld su ch an act with their bay o nets; 
that the wav ering so ldiers o f the First 
arm y co rps, to the nu m ber o f 25 ,000 o r 
30,000 no w garriso ning the city , wo u ld 
be inflamed and break o u t into o pen 
rev o lt, and that to demand to o mu ch 
means the failu re o f all. 
“The su ltan has go t them to qu ar­ 
reling amo ng themselv es,” said o ne 
o f the Ambassado rs, “and he will hav e 
his o wn way y et.” 
Since the inv esting army has drawn 
nearer to the city nu mero u s agents o f 
the Mo hammedan leagu e, ardent y o u ng 
man, theo lo gical stu dents and ju nio r 
members o f the clergy , hav e penetra­ 
ted tfie lines, po inting o u t to the men 
that it was their du ty to Allah to rid 
themselv es o f their o fficers, who were 
no better than giao rs, who sco rned the 
sacred law o f the Ko ran, and who 
o penly argu ed that the law dev ised by 
o ne arch-dev il Napo leo n o u ght to be 
su bstitu ted fo r the sacred iaw in all 
the c u r 
The agitato rs po inte<To u t 
that the o fficers had^ su cceeded in im 
po sing these wicked laws u po n the 
civ il co u rts, and no w wanted to apply 
them to the perso ns o f Allah's faithfu l. 
Three day s ago , two o f these Ho djas, 
who were cau ght amo ng the tro o ps, 
were beaten, after a co u rtm artial, and 
tu rned o u t o f the camps. 
The fo llo w­ 
ing day thirty cf them were arrested 
and impriso ned. Yesterday the camps 
were o v erru n with pro sely tising zeal 
o ts. 
Sco res o f them were arrested, 
and ten o f them were shot by court- 
m artial.

EX-SENATOR 
TURPIE DEAD 


For Many Years Prominent In 


Indiana Politics. 


HE WAS NEARING FOUR SCORE 


Had Judge Turpie Lived Until Next 


July He Would Have Been Eighty 


Years old—Since 
Hit 
Retirement 


From Public Life Ten Years Ago, 


The Aged Statesman Had Lived In 


Quiet at His Indianapolis Home— 


Brief Sketch of Active Career. 


Indianapolis, 
April 
22.—Form er 
United States Senator David S. Tur­ 
pie, w’ho for fifty y ears following th e ' 
civil war was a brilliant character in 
the public life of the state and the 
nation is dead at the family home, at j 
9 62 North Meridian street. The direct^ 
cause of death was angina pectoris, a 
disease of the heart which is accom­ 
panied by great pain. 
Had he lived 
until next July , Mr. Turpie would have 
been eighty y ears old. 
The only surviving relative of im 
mediate connection is the daughter, j 
Miss Ella, who has been her father’s 
constant companion for the last twen­ 
ty -five y ears since the death of her 
mother. 
During her father’s public 
life she spent much of the time with 
him, and for the last ten y ears since 
he retired has lived with him at the 
home in North Meridian stre e t 
Mr. 
Turpie had been an invalid for the 
last ten y ears or since he retired from 
the United States senate, in 18 9 9 , when 
he was succeeded by Senator Bev­ 
eridge. 
David Turpie was born in Hamilton 
county , Ohio, July 8 , 18 29 . 
After ob­ 
taining a common school education he 
attended Keny on college, from which 
he was graduated 
in 
18 48 . 
After 
study ing law’ fpr one y ear he removed 
to Indiana in 18 49 , and took up the 
practice of law at Monticello. 
Within 
three y ears after coming to Monticello 


test he added to- his laurels, making 
a most splendid race against a man 
who had the prestige of distinguished 
success in congress, and, in addition 
to that, the conflict being in a dis­ 
trict overwhermingly Republican. 
In 18 68 Judge Turpie left Monti­ 
cello and engaged in the practice of 
law at Logansport. 
In 18 72 he moved 
to Indianapolis, where he made his 
home until his death. 
After coming 
to Indianapolis he w as* elected to the 
legislature from the county of Marion 
and served as speaker of the house 
during the session of 18 75. In 18 79 he 
was appointed one of three commis­ 
sioners to codify the laws of the state, 
an immense task. 
The labors of the 
commission lasted three y ears. 
No 
one did more of this task than Mr. 
Turpie. 
In the Democratic state con­ 
vention of 18 8 4 he was a candidate 
for the nomination for governor, but 
the first place on the state ticket was 
given to Isaac P. Cray . 
In August, 18 8 6, Mr. Turpie was ap­ 
pointed by President Cleveland United 
States attorney for the district oi 
Indiana. 
In 18 8 7 he was nominated 
by the Democratic legislative caucus 
for the United States senate, his chiel 
opponent for the nomination being 
W illiam E. Niblack. 
Mr. Turpie was 
elected by the senate over his pre­ 
decessor, Benjamin Harrison, w’ho w’as 
again a candidate. 
In 18 9 3 Senator 
Turpie was re-elected to the senate 
by the unanimous Democratic vote 
On this occasion the complimentary 
vote of the Republicans was given ta 
Charles W. Fairbanks. 
At the expiration of Senator T ur 
pie’s term, March 4, 18 9 9 , the Repub­ 
licans having a majority on joint bal­ 
lot in the general assembly . Albert J 
Beveridge 
w m elocteiT' His successor. 
Senator Turpie, or as his friends have 
usually called him, Judge Turpie, was 
a delegate-at-large 
to 
the 
national 
convention at St. Louis in 18 8 8 , pre­ 
sided over the Democratic state con­ 
vention in 18 9 2; was chairman of the 
Chicago convention in 18 9 6. 
On ac­ 
count of 111 health resulting from over­ 
work and exposure In the campaign 
of 18 9 8 he was compelled to return 
home before the end of his term as 
senator, and since that time he has 
lived a retired life.
